Aantety of Mrs. Hotson and George Dash-

The jury in the case of the State against 
Midwife Lizzie Hotson, charged with crimi- 
mal responsibility for the death of Laura 
Pitts, failed to agree. After being out for 
twenty hours they filed into the court room 
at & o’clock yesterday afternoon and in- 
formed Judge Green that they had not come 
to ah agreement and were not likely to reach 
one if they deliberated antil doomsday. 
There was nothing left for the Judge to do 
but discharge them on their representations. 

It is now more likely than ever that the party 
or parties responsible torthe death of this 
young woman will never be brought to ac- 
count. Thecrime which caused her death 
was committed on the night of Jan. 28, 1891. 
Onthatevening she left home, remaining 
away all night and part ofthe next day, re- 
turning so shattered in health that her 
death was only a question ofdays. She had 
gone out presumably to attend a euchre 
party, in reality to rid herself of the con- 
sequences ot an act of folly. She paid the 
penalty of her sin with her life. In hercrime 
against nature and the laws of society she 
had an accomplicé, someone who advised 
and assisted her inthe deed. Who this per- 
son was the law has failed to und. 
The charge has been laid on 
Lizzie Hotson’s shoulders because 
atthe preliminary hearing it was proven 
that Laura Fitts had spent the night of Jan. 
at her house. After twenty-four contin- 
vances the case came up for trial last Monday 
in the Criminal Court and continued all 
week. Friday night the defence closed, the 
lawyers made their addresses to the jury, 
the court instructed them and the twelve 
men retired. The Court had ordered a ver- 
dict or an acquittal. When court opened at 
9 o’clock yesterday morning they were unde- 
cidedand a ss was declared until the 
afternoon, At x they were still unable 
to report.

CHEROKEE SIAIP. 


Bill for the Opsning Accepted by the 
Indian Legislature. 
TAHLEQUAH, I. T., Aprili.+-The bill accept- 
ing the Government’s amendment to the 
Cherokee strip bill has passed both Houses 
of the Cherokee Legislature to-day and the 
Chief will signit. The bill is entitled ‘‘an 
act to accept and ratify the amendments to 
the Government proposition for the sale of 
the lands west of the ninety-sixth degree, 


known as the Cherokee Outlet, by the Cher- 
okee Nation tothe United States,’’ and it is 
as iollows: 

Be it enacted by the National Council, the 
amendments made by the Congress of the 
United States by an act entitled ‘an act mak- 
ing an appropriation for concurrent and con- 
tingent expenses, and fulfilling treaty stipu- 
lations with Indiantribes for this calendar 

ear, ending June 380, 1894, as provided 

arch 38, 1893, through the act made 
and entered into by and between the 
Cherokee Nation and the United 
States through their respective Commission 
ers on the nineteenth day of December, 1891, 
and ratified by the act of the National coun- 
rig of the Cherokee Nation, approved Jan. 
1892, for the sale and relinquisiment of 
an right, title, claim and interest of the 
"Natio N u and tothe lands west of 

the ninety-sixth degree west longitude de- 
scrided in said agreement and commonly 
known as the Cherokee Outlet,“ are hereby 
accepted, ratified and certified.’’

The Plague Appears in Eight Galician 
Villages Near the Border. 


IN TWO TOWNS OF EAST PRUSSIA THERE

The Czar’s Officiale Suppress Facts 
Instead of Attempting to Checx the 
Ravaces of the Disesse — Famine 
Following in the Wake of Cholera— 
The Cauca Valley a Stricken Region— 
Canadian Parliament—-¥rom Fore ign 
Lands. 


Viewna, April 1.—UVentral Europe is stand- 
ing in the shadow of the Asiatic plague. For 
weeks it has been known here that the rav- 
ages of cholera were increasing and that the 
Czar’s officials were again resorting to the 
tactics of suppressing the news instead of 
bending their efforts to suppress the disease. 
But now even the Russian authorities have 
been forced to acknowledge the presence of 
the disease in several cities and provinces 
which, according to all former offictal re- 
ports, have been unafflicted since Dec. 1. 
German and Austrian physicians retu rn- 
ing from tours of . the provinces 
in question, however, state that 
there has not deen a day since last 
June when there was the slightest evidence 
that the cholera was suppressed in any 
government south of St. Petersburg. In 
fourteen governments of Southern, South- 
eastern, Eastern and Northeastern Russia, 
the deaths have been numbered by the score 
every week forthe lastsix months. These 
governments include within their boundaries 
most of the Black Earth region, lands which 
are known as the granary of Russia. Hence 
to the horrors of epidemic has been added 
the horrible prospect of a return of the 
famine withtyphus and other fevers in its 
wake. 

An examination of the manner in which 
Europe has been lulled into a feeling of com- 
parative security by false official reports is 
found in the recent conditions in the Govern - 
ment of Podelia. The Government has 
maintained persistentiy that Podolia was en- 
titled to a clean billof health. Three Buda 
Pesth physicians, who have just returned 
from the government, which they visited in 
a semi-official capacity, report that the num- 
ber of deaths from cholera in January was 
between 300 and 400; in February somewhat 
more than 600. 

The deplorable results of the Rassian sys- 
tem of deception in health reports have be- 
come suddenly apparent. In eight Galician 
villages near the Russian frontier the cholera 
bas already sbown itself, andin four more 
suspicious cases of choleraic diseases have 
been isolated. All twelve ‘Villages Save 
been frequented this winter ty Russian 
peasants who cross the border to work in the 
Galician forests. The strictness of the watch | 
onthe border has been relaxed, in view of 
the untrustworthy assurances of the Russtan 
authorities, and therefore these men from 
infected districts found little difficulty in their 
migration which never would have been per- 
mitted had the fact of the continued spread 
of the disease been Known tothe health om - 
cers in Vienna. 

The latest advices from East Prussia state 
the even the vigilant German officers were 
fooled by the false statements of the Rus- 
sians. Two villages near Thorn are believed 
to be infected. In Thorn two suspicious cases 
hav e deen isolated. 

Bulgaria also is in danger for two cases of 
cholera were discovered in Rutschuk on 
Wednesday. Eminent physicians in Vienna 
and Bertin are already prophesying that 
within fOur weeks all Central Europe will be 
obliged to revive the active campaign of last 
summer against the epidemic,

A STRICKEN REGION. 

Sr. PeTeRsspurc, Aprili.—The famine con- 
tinues to rage in the Cauca Valley, where the 
price of provisions and mere necessities of 
life have so increased within the last few 
days that life in the middie and northern 
districts of the department has become al- 
most impossible tothe poorer classes of the 
Anhabitants. The attention of the national, 
Government has been directed to this sad 
state ofaffairs and to the necessity of 
adopting some means of alleviating the pit - 
fable condition of the half million of 
people who inhabit the Cauca Valley and are 
cn the brink of starvation, The Cauca Valley 
comprises a large part and the most thickiy- 
peopled portion of the department. The 
Cauca department is something larger then 
France and possesses an infinite variety of 
resources, ranging through the climates of 
all the seasons, but is inhabited by a little 
more than 100,000 of peopie, most of whom 
are improvident. Hence the famine, which 
could not be possible with an industrious 
population. 


AS VIEWED IN LONDON. 

Loxrpow, April 1.—Nobody here seems to 
give a serious thought to the last collapse of 
a French Cabinet, although the political 
situation in France is about as bad as it pos 
sibiy can be. Ihere is no budget, there is no 
Cabinet, ‘there is no Government, 
there is nothing to depend on. 
Moreover, there is a fight between 
the two Chambers, with the gen- 
eral. elections coming on. The future 
holds out no promise, so far as any political 
expert can see. But in spite of ali this the 
French people accept the situation with op- 
timistic good nature. There is no leader for 
the opposition and everyone from President 
Carnot down, is wondering whet som ofa 
Cabinet M. Meline will form. Neither the 
press nor the people sympathizes with the 
late Cabinet and the present outlook is that 
the next one wir fall as lightly as the last 
one did. ; |

When the police edict went forth 
on Tuesday that no torchlight 
procession would be permitted in Fried- 
richsruhe on Friday evening indign ant pro- 
tests were raised by all the newspapers and 
parties throughout the empire. The excuse 
ofthe police that atorchlight procession on 
Good Friday would be unseemly was generally 
ridiculed in view of the fact that when in 
power Bismarck was honored with such 
demonstrations regardless of holidays and

The fear expressed by so many that if 
railway and telephone ‘companies do not 
get everything they ask for on their own 
terms the city will not get the service is 
not creditable to the intelligence of the 
business men who indulge it. 

Itisa notorious fact that most of these 
companies are making large profits and in 
the nature of things their revenues must 
grow with the growth of the city. There 
is no risk involved in such enterprises be- 
}yond that attending any other business 
which is well sheltered from competition. 
Monopolies ‘more or less close are con- 
ferred upon them and the regard in which 
they are held by men of money is demon- 
strated by the high and ‘increasing price 
of most of their securities and the diffi- 
culty of getting hold > their stocks for 
investment. ’ 

But notwithstanding these plain facts 
witnessing to the prosperity of the cor- 
porations the plea of poverty is accepted. 
Businesses which pay 12 or 15 per cent to 
corporations whose stock is quoted at 190 
cannot afford, it is said, to yield a cent to 
the city in return for the people's favor. 
It would seem, when ordinary profit does 
not amount to 6 per cent, that enterprises 
which pay 12 are estopped from pleading 
poverty, and that when the plea is made it 
should be treated with contempt.

Usually they have note, but notwithstand- 
ing this they are supposed to be of sover- 
eign virtue. The habit of mind prevalent 
among the superstitious is shared by those 
who are wedded to fixed ideas of any sort, 
and with such persons phrases are much 
more potent than ideas, particularly when 
they appeal to a conventlonal prejudice of 
long-standing. The meaningless charac- 
ter of these phrases may be easily exposed, 
but it is easier to entertain a prejudice 
than to go through the bit of necessary 
analysis. Hence the phrase,‘ ‘sensational 
journalism,’’ is made te do yeoman’s ser- 
vice in the interest of causes which on 
their merits would not stand a moment. 

Newspapers, which are established to 
print the news, are sensational whenever 
the facts they have to chronicle are of a 
sensational nature. This is always for- 
gotten by the devotees of fetichism and 
phraseological magic when they use the 
term to discredit revelations which are 
disagreeable to them, or calculated to let 
out the truth in a way to open people's 
eyes concerning conventional lies and 
other sins, which are not sins as long 
as they are not found out. Once take 
this view of the matter, and it is one which 
all fair-minded persons must take, and it 
will be seen that all journalism is sensa- 
tional, because newspapers try, as a rule, 
to tell the truth in their news columns. If 
there is anything disagreeable here it is 
not in the newspapers, but in the truth. 
But people who have dieliked the truth, or 
tried to evade or cover it up, have foughta 
defensive battle since time began, and the 
battle will not be-finished till time ends. 

It ‘ig by revelations called sensational 
that a newspaper can best serve the peo- 
ple, Such revelations are usually of old 
abuses, oppressions and crimes made holy 
by ‘prescription, and to expose them 
plainly, to make them witnesses against 
themselves, is the very best way to get rid 
of them. The pedple who do nat like 
‘*sensational journalism,” or who duffer 
by it, cannot put an end to it unless they 
find some way of preventing the conditions | 
mhh enen .

Laboring Men Proclaim for Bannerman. 


Oentral Turner Hall contained last night 
about 1,000 workingmen, who had assembied 
to denounce, in the words of the call, ‘‘the 
action of certain men claiming to represent 


organized labor in circulating false and 
malicious statements concerning the Demo- 
cratic candidate for ‘ ayor, James Banner- 
man. Mr. J. Eaward Fox, a member ofthe 
International and a machinist in the 
Iron Mountain shops, called the meeting to 
order, and introduced Dick Delaney, ex- 
President of the Bricklayers’ Union. Mr. 
Delaney took the gavel and presented ex- 
Labor Commissioner Lee Merriwether to the 
meeting: Mr. Meriwether made a strong 
Bannerman speech. He declared that the 
Meyer-Bannerman Saddlery Co. was never 
ranked as a ‘‘scab’’ concern in his reports. 
He scared Walbridge for his labor record and 
for his action in the City Council on the Merz 
bill and other measures. Branching out into 
a wider field Mr. Meriwether criticised the re- 
cent decree of Judge Ricks of Detroit with re- 
garda to the right of railroaders to strike. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Meriwether’s speech 
the following resolutions re submitted and 
unanimously adopter:

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.—The new reg- 
ulations for the government of the navy, 
formulated after several years’ consideration 
provide, among other things, that naval 
officers shall not act as correspondents for 
newspapers. This is not the language of the 
provision in question, but it is the effect. 

The practice of writing for the press has 
grown itn the navy until recently several o- 
cers were regularly employed by some news- 
papers to keep them informed of current 
events in the service. Under this system 
which it is said, has also been followed by 
Bureau Chiefs, information of important 
naval movements has deen accessibie to 
some newspapers to the exclusion of others, 
It is said Secretary Herbert inte to cor- 
rect this discrimination.

POLAR EXPEDITIONS. 


Three Being Organized to Suit Differen 
Route Theories. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

Three expeditions, based upon different 
theories as to the best way to reach the 
North Pole, and pursuing different routes, 
are to set out for that destination this sum- 
mer. Dr. Nansen is to sail along the coast of 
Siberia until he reaches a point off the mouth 
ofthe Lena Delta, near where the Jeanette 
was lost, and then gonorth till locked in the 
ice field, which he expects will float with him 
across the pole. Nansen’s ship is nearly 


ready, his stores and 8 are bein 
prepared and his crew selected. His intende 
associates in the expedition—among whom 
may be Mrs. Nansen—are already testing 
their endurance by sleeping in Norwegian 
snow drifts, and a depot of supplies is being 
prepared far up on the Siberian coast. 

It is herz that sOme time next June Nansen 
will take on board his dogs and sledges; for 
his expedition is to be well equipped for 
journeying over land or over the ice, should 
it become necessary to leave hisship. Nan- 
sen has tncidentally contributed to the equip- 
ment of the other expeditions. His re- 
searches, and those of the specialists who 
have been employed in his interests, have 
resuited in severa! new methods ot preparing 
food so as to obtain the most nutriment in 
the least bulk, and all future explorers will 
— by this work. Nansen goes prepared to 

e gone six years but hopes to be floated 
across the pole and into open water off 
Greenland within three years. The other 
expeditions are both to be attempts to reach 
the pole or near unto it over land. 

Lieut. Peary’s plans are familiar, but not 
so those of Henry Jackson, who Is organizing 
an expedition which is to sall from Liverpool 
in June. Jackson sails at once for Franz 
Josef land, which lies tothe north of Nova 
Zemolaandto the east of Spitgbergen.

THE FORTUNATE ESCAPE OF, MANY 


OTHER MINERS. 


Those Who Attempted to Fight the Fire 
Compelled to Flee for Their Lives— 
Great Crowds Gathered About the 
Mouth of the Shaft, Among Them 
Wives, Childrenand Relatives of the 
Suffocated Men Heart-Rending Scenes 


SHAMOKIN, Ta., April 1.—One of the most 
distressing disasters that ever occurred in 
the anthracite region followed the explosion 
ofa lamp in the hands of a Hungarian em- 
ployed in the Neilson colliery, near here, 
this morning. The colliery, which is opera- 
ted by J. Langdon & Co., is one of the largest 
and best-known in the region, paying su- 
perior wages and furnishing work to its 1,000 
employes the year round. 

Fire followed the explosion and the smoke, 
which rushed through the airshafts, caught 
ten men who had just gone to work in a vein 
above the scence of the explosion and 
smotheret them to death. Yesterday being 
a holiday there were not so many men at 
work as usual. Others for the same reason 
were late in reaching the mine, and 
it is owing to this fortunate 
fact that the death list is not very 
much larger. Following is a list of the dead: 

NICHOLAS DUTAH, leaving a widow and six 
children; age unknown. 

JOuUN ROBERT, aged 25, single. 

Joun Burt, married, large family of small 
children, age unknown. 

JOSEPH BOXTRAX, aged 28, single. 

JOHN GARY, aged 45, married. 

FRANK GINTRY, aged 25, single. 

FRANK SHUPIS, aged 22, single. 

JOHN Rran, aged 35, single. 

JAMES BRENNEN, aged 21, single. 

MICHAEL BRENNEN, aged 28, single. 

The fire started about twenty feet from the 
bottom of the slope, where there is an oil- 
house, which is used by the men to change 
their working clothes for others before leay- 
ing the mines. , 

About 6:50 this morning a Hungarian was 
filling his lamp and it exploded, igniting the 
oll about him. He rushed from the olil-house 
and the flames spread with rapidity. 

Attempts were made to fight the fire, but 
those who started to do so were com pelied to 
flee for their lives. They succeeded in rench- 
ing the bottom of the shaftand were hauled 
to the surface along with some belated min- 
ers who owe their lives tothe factthat they 
did not go towork atthe usualtime. The 
ten men who lost theirlives were at work in 
the Red Ash vein, located nearly 100 feet 
above where the fire broke out. Through an 
airway from the lower vein to the Red 
Ash vein the smoke poured, suffocating 
the unfortunates like rats in a trap. Almost 
the entire town gathered in the vicinity of 
the burning mine, from the air passages of 
which great volumes of smoke were issuing. 
The scenes were most distressing. The 
wives and children of the imprisoned men 
uttered agonizing cries and implored the 
men in the crowd to rescue their loved ones. 
About midday a rescuing party of six 
brave men went down the ft 
and entered the burning vein. he 
smoke was so dense that they were compelled 
to lie down on their stomachs and keep a wet 
spon their nostrils to avoid suffocation. 
When they had proceededa short distance 
they came across the bodies of two men 
locked in each other’s arms. They were the 
Brennen brothers, James and Michael. 
Further onthe bodies of eight more were 
found, making ten dead in all. The 
bodies were removed to the surface 
with much difficulty. They were taken 
to the blacksmith shop, where the most pa- 
thetic scenes were witnessed. Three of the 
men were married and had large families. 
The others were young men, averaging less 
than 25 years of age. 

Only two mules were gotten out alive. Five 
were found with their necks resting over 
each others bodies. Howthey got together 
in this position is a mystery. There are al- 
together thirty dead mules in the mine.

Why Is It That Lost People Invariably Do 
This?

The fact that people lost on a desert orina 
forest invariably walk in a circle is due to 
a slight inequality in the length of the legs. 
Careful measurement of a series of skeletons 
have shown that only 10 per cent had the 
lower limbs equal in length, 85 per cent had 
the right limb longer than the left, while in 55 
per cent the left leg was the longer. The re- 


sult of one limb being longer than the other 
will naturally be that a person will uncon- 
clously take a longer — with the longer 
Umb, and consequently will trend to the right 
or to the left,according as the left or right is 
the longer, unless the tendency to deviation 
is corrected by the eye. 

The left leg being more frequently the 
longer, as evidenced by measurement of the 
skeleton, the inclination should take more 
frequently to the right thantothe left, and 
this conclusion is quite borne out by observa- 
tions madeon a number of persons when 
walking blindfolded. Further, on measure- 
ment of the arms, it is found that in 72 per 
cent, the right armis longer than the left, 
while in 24 per cent, the left arm is the lon- 
ger, showing that a considerable majority 
of persons are right-handed and left-legged.

How a San Francisco Man Proposes to 
Illuminats Big Cities. 


From the San Francisco Call. 
A balloon with electric lights attached to it 
for lighting cities is the latest idea of turning

the light of lights to a practical use. This 
idea may seem very visionary, but OC. A. 
Smith of 112 Grove street, one of San Francis; 
co’s inventors, has sufficient confidence in 
the scheme to commence operations of con- 
structing a balloon for that purpose, 


This balloon will not be of the ordinary silk 
bag pattern, but will be made of aluminum 
and in the shape ofa cigar, pointed at both 
ends. It will be about fort feet long and nf. 
teen feet in diameter at its largest int, and 
will contain sufficient gas to sustain it in the 
roughest kind of weather. Fans will be con- 
structed so as to hold it point up to the wind 
and help it from dipping, and in calm 
weather it will be so balanced as to remain 
perfectly level. 

Acable containing the electric wires will 
hold it at asuffictent elevation, so that the 
light will be spread over the area to be illu- 
minated to the best advantage. 

The balloon will sustain six arc lights, or it 
can be so made as to be covered with incan- 
descent lights, each one of which will be en- 
closed with a reflector, so as to concentrate 
the aye of the light and throw them down- 
ward. 

Anappliance will be provided for hauling 
the balloon to the earth for trimming the 
light or making any repairs that might be- 
come necessary, or raising or 4 so 
that the light may be advantageously dis- 
tributed. 

The inventor claims that, counting the first 
cost of the balloonsand their maintenance, 
the total cost of lighting a city the size of 
fan Francisco will be reduced considerably,» 
as one balloon will suffice for from four to six 
blocks. At the same time the tangle of 
deadly and unsightly wires from the streets 
2 = removed and danger from fires re- 

uced. 

Mr. smith, in addition to the lights, has in- 
vented an arrangement of mirrors, which 
will be placed on the under side of the pal- 
loon, so thata person on one street can see 
what is transpiring on the next, even though 
blocks of buildings intervene,and this mirror 
arrangement, the inventor says, will be of 
great service tothe fire department, as the 
location of famescan de easily ascertained 
should they break out from a building. 

**Perhaps the best use to which this „ 
of lighting could be turned would be to 
harbors,’’ said Mr. Smith. Three or four of 
these balloons placed over San Francisco 
would make the harbor as light as day.

Wasnrmoror, D. C., April 1.—The repor 
that President Cleveland had directed Min- 
ister White at St. Petersburg. to withhold an. 
exchange of ratifications of the Russian ex- 
tradition treaty was received with much 
doubt, even before Secretary .Gresham’s 
decided denial of the truth of the story was 
known. It is true, and has been frequently 
stated, that an active and well or- 
ganized move exists, having for its purpose 
the defeat of the treaty even at this 
stage of the proceedings, and that those en- 
gaged in this movement have importuned 
the President in person and by letter to aid 
in accomplishing the object they have in 
view. Butthetreaty was originally nego- 
tiated by Secretary Bayard and the Russian 
Minister to Washington and sent to the 
Senate by President Cleveland himself near- 
ly seven years ago. It failed to satisfy a 
majority of Senators in its provisions 
upon the very point upon which it is 80 
severely criticised now, that it did not suf- 
ficiently protect refugees who might seek the 
United States to be free from extradition 
upon charges based on their political action 
in Russia. 80 it rematned on the calendar of 
the Serfate without action, throughout Pres!- 
dent Harrison’s Administration until Mr, 
Foster became Secretary of State. 
Finding the treaty there, he investigated 
the reason for non-action by the 
Senate and then secured the consent 
of the Russian Government to the amend- 
ment with which the Senate gave its consent 
to ratify. This amendment sought to define 
to some extent the term political crimes,’’ 
by taking out of that category the murder, 
assassination or poisoning the sovereign of 
either country or any member of his family. 
The treaty has been in St. Petersburg some 
days, the exchange copy having deen 
sent, together with the usual and 
necessary authority and instructions, 
to Minister White to effect the exchange with 
the representative of the Russian Govern- 
ment. The exchange may, indeed, have 
been already effected, although the Depart- 
ment of State has not been informed of the 
fact. To withdraw or withhold the ex- 
changes of ratifications ofatreaty at this 
stage of the proceedings would be entirely 
unprecedented in diplomatic history, and 
mighteven be construed asa grave affront 
by the contracting power. 


PUBLIC DEBT. 


SECRETARY CARLISLE WILL AFTER THIS MONTH 
CHANGE THE FORM OF STATEMENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—The public debt 
statement for March tobe issued by the 
Treasury Department will appear in the 
same form that it has since Secretary Win- 
dom changed the form from that adopted by 
Secretary Manning and continued by Secre- 
tary Fairchild. Secretary Carlisie will, how- 
ever, change the form of the debt 
statement between now and May 1; 
that is, he will, if he can find 
the time to give the matter the considera- 
tion it — He has already outlined in 
a general war the changes he intends to 
make, but as the subject is one that necessi- 
tates in a measure a change in keeping cer- 
tain Treasury accounts, he wants to give the 
subject thorough study before he announces 
a change of form. He will not indicate what 
are the changes in his mind, but they are be- 
lieved to be of a radical characte: and look- 
ing to an implication of the public debt state- 
ment.

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BUSINESS FAILURES. 


Remarkable Decrease in Failures During 
the Past Three Mon hs. 


New York, April 1. There has been a re- 
markable decrease in business failures dur ; 
ing the past three months. The last quarter 
has been the banner one, with a single ex- 
ception, in business circies for the past 
eleven years. According to Bradstreet’s there 
were 8,069 failures, a decrease of 138 com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1892. The 
number was 3,401 for a corresponding period 
of 1891. The total liabilities of firms, corpo- 
vations and individuals that falled dur- 
ing the last quarter aggregate $39,424,. 
858. The assets are $20,150,088, which 
is an increase of 11 per cent. 
The increase in assets has deen eater 
than the Habilities. The falling in the 
number of faliures is especiaily noftweable in 
the Middle and Southern States, although 
there is a slight decrease also in the New 
England States. There are slight gains in 
the number of fallures in the West and 
Northwest. New York beats its 
records by eighty-six. The New England 
and Middle States show an improvement in 
respect tothe number of failures, but repre- 
sent an increase in abilities which accounts 
for the total net gain in abilities of about 
$3,500,000, or 9 per cent. 


CHICAGO PUBLISHING HOUSE. 

Cuicaco, April 1.— Through the executions 
issued on judgment notes against the Phila- 
deiphia branch house of Henry J. Smith & 
Co., publishers of this city, the local house 
was closed upto-day. Thefault was caused 
by the suicide of Horace O' Donaghue, one of 
the partners, afew days ago. Mr. O’ Donag- 
hue joined the firm on the first of the year, 
8 ng $20,000 in notes into the business. AS 
t would take two years to settle Mr.

Terrible Experience of the Mascotte's 
Officers and Crew. 


THE HEROISM OF BRAVE PILOT FRANE 
FADER. 


Their Boat Having Been Driven Ashore 
by a Terrific Wind, the Men Were 
Compelled to Swim to Land or Drown 
—The Cook Drowned ani the Captain 


Dying. 


BRUNSWICK, Ga., April 1.—The tug, Mas- 
cotte, owned by J. O. L. Engle of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., valued at $18,000, commanded by 
Capt. A. B. Potter, went ashore on Cumber- 
land Beach, Wednesday night, ten miles dis- 
tant from Cumberland's Summer Hotel, 
causing the death of Steward Bower and 
probably of Capt. Potter and Fireman 
Bozen, who are in a dying condition from 
their efforts to swim ashore through a raging 
sea and biting northwest gale. The Mascotte 
was coming from Jacksonville, where she 
bad been repairing. At Cumberland Island 
she was boarded by Pilot Frank Fader and, 
in reaching St. 1 Sound, 
she spoke the schooners san S. Pickering 
and Oliver 8. Barrett. The Barrett she took 
in tow for Satilla River, Dut the heavy run- 
ning tea soon parted the hawser. It was 
mended, but broke again and became entan- 
gled in the propellor, disabling the tug’s 
machinery. Capt. Potter anchored, but the 
sea wastoo heavy. One chain parted and 
the other anchor began dragging, compelling 
the Captain to slip it, Capt. Potter made 
sail, but the wind blew the canvass to 
shreds. Then he quickly made for a good 
landing place on the beach, near Stafford’s 
Shoals. When the Mascotte struck 
the shoals death ghared the eight 
seamen and Pilot Frank Fader 
in the face. With the waves running 80 
high escape seemed impossible, but Pilot 
Fader, a young man of courage and hercu* 
lean strength, turned to the unfortunate 
seamen and begged themto jump into the 
sea with him and swim forthe shore. They 
shrank back, put Pilot Fader, with a cry to 
cheer up and follow him, made a leap into 
the storm lashed waters. After struggling 
in the ice-cold sea for what seemed hours 
he reached the shore and when the waves 
would let him see the vessel he 
becokened to the men to 
swim after dim. Capt. Potter then 
followed, but the crew, fearing that their 
strength would give out, clung to the wreck.

Capt. Potter hie fainted. He was so exhausted 
after his battle with the waves that the other sailors 
had to carry bim. Mr. Morgan got four of the 
strongest into the room by the fire, where they re- 
moved their wet clothes, while I worked with Capt. 
Potter, who seemed to be dying. Capt. Frank Fader 
worked to assist me as heroically as an exhausted 
man could, but he only lasted for a few moments, 
when, with a pitiful moan, he sank down beside me. 
T here were no servants around and the two of us had 
to care for thesick, exhausted men as best we could. 

It was simply terrible. I moved Capt. Potter and 
Pilet Fader close to each other to enable me to bet- 
ter care for them both. Finally Mr. Marnot came 
in, and we succeeded in getting Capt. Patter toa 
room and applied hot whisky, mustara and avons 
thing that our limited supplies and help would 
mit, There were no signs of life until 1 o’cloc 
the morning, when Capt Potter's body became 
warm and we could distinguish pie breathing. Up 
to the present time—S a. m. —he is still — 
and his recovery appears to be extremely doubtful. 
Pilot Fader remained in a state of wild 
delirium all sight, requiring two men to hold him 
in bed. Hiscries were pitiful. He appealsto the 
men to follow him, encourages them to keep up and 
then screams out: There's the beach! Poor cook! 
Poor cook! The cook and firemen are both 
drowned.’ 

We sent for Mr. Benson and Pilot Fader’s father. 
You cas well understand there was no sleep in the 
hotel all night. Mr. Morgan worked we age! BH 
firstin one room and thenin the other. I did 
same thing until exhausted. Pilot Fader is better 
his morning, but there is no change in 
Capt. Potter’s condition. We have sent to Fernan- 
dins for a doctor and are now sending to Brunswick 
for Capt. Potter's wife. 

We have also sent to the beach for the bodies of 
the cook and fireman and whatever can be recov- 
ered. The beach is strewn with wreckege. The 
boat is ashore on Stafford’s Shoals. The men Were 
in the water three hours, and then in their exhaust- 
ed condition, shoeless and inthe face of a biting 
wind walked ten miles to the hotel, carrying their 
. captain with them. Capt. Potter will 
hardly survive, as he is now gradually sinking. 

A searching party started out yesterday to 
find Bozin’s body, but were amazed and re- 
joiced to meet him walking up to the hotel 
after having lain unconscious on the beach 
for twenty-four hoursinthe cold northeast 
storm. 

A report has just reached the city of 
another vessel which was wrecked in the ter- 
rible gale of Wednesday. Capt. Warr of the 
schooner Bertha Louise, with raliroad iron 
from Jacksonville, has just come in from 
St. Simons, where he was washed overboard 
and ashore from the vessel’s life-boat 
yesterday. Capt. Warr reports that the 
terrific northest gale drove his vessel on the 

Island Bar about 2 o’ciock 1 
ne. she struck and came off and san 
— about 15 feet of water. The crew, consist- 

ng of the captain and six men, were all saved 
— the life-boat. The vessel was only cov- 
ered in part by insurance and is probably a 
total wreck. An attempt will be made, how- 
ever to save part of her cargo.

PNEUMATIC PUMPS. 

Most cyclists believe that they can better 
inflate a tire with a big pump than witha 
small one, says the Scottish Cyclist. That 
may be true; after a Certain amount of air 18 
compressed within the tire, and the restst- 
ance has become greater, It is oasier to harden 
the tire with a pump of small 
diameter. Metaphorically, it Is like gearing 
down. Given a perfectly constructed air- 
Agee of small internal diameter, it would 

ssibie for a Man to compress air into a 
steel tube until the tube burst. The problem 
to condense air depends onthe size of, the 
pump’s piston, for the force required in- 
creases in proportion to the square of the 
Giameter of the piston. suppose the 

of the piston Is inch 
and you. have already forced 
so much alrin the tire that its density ts 
double tha: of common air, the resistance 
opposed to you willequail 15 pounds, but if 
you would have it four times as dense the re- 
sistance will equal 6) pounds. Now, take a 
pump the area of wiose piston is only half 
an inch, and the resistance would be equal 
to only the fourth part of 60 pounds, because 
the square of half is equai to quarter. 
Thus it will be seen that with the expen- 
diture of the same physical force 
the air in a tire nay be 
more compressed with a pump of small 
diameter than with a large one. Cyclists, 
then, would do we to remember these fact; 
and particularly that itis possibie to inflate 
a tire much more than necessary when using 
a pump of small internal diameter, without 
perceiving an extraordinary resistance.

Bookmaker John Troy furnished the 
money, $900. Two days later Loftin, Jr., 
came out in a similar race. He looked like a 
Atoéséshot. Troy led the ring into laying 4 to 
5 against Loftin, Jr., and 4to5 were the odds 
sentout. It cost Troy $500 to have this figure 
sent. But when the party’s $5,000 had gone 
on at that, or a ‘*hanched’’ price, at 
Troy turned about and bet 
his off their blocks.

to the general eXpectation, very few 
changes have been made in the management 


and among the empioyes of the State penis 


tentiary. Marshal Shaw of Kirkwood is here 
trying to get Deputy Warden Bradbury's 
place, but Warden Pace seems not to be ina 
hurry to make a change. 

Of the 1,709 prisoners now in custody of 


Col. Pace; very few—not more than ffty— | 


are persqns of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence; very few have been educated, and 
those who have enjoyed the influence and 
advantage of cultured society might be 
numbered on one’s fingers. Fifty per cent 
of them are fromthe humblest walks of 
life—the products of poverty and the 
Creatures of vice. 4 large pecentage 
of the entire prison population represents the 
manners and the thought, and the ordinary 
. of the most ordinary citizenship. 
They are as much at home in the pen“ as 
hey would be in the abodes of poverty or the 
haunts of vice from which they spring. 
Crime with them was incidental. Punish- 
ment they regard as a matter of course. Nor 
does it much afflict them. They would pre- 
fer the liberty which they had outside the 
walls, but will be as likely to go into crime 
whenthey get out as they were before they 
wont in. Of the forty-four females now con- 
fined in the penitentiary, all but three are 
negroes,and nearly all of them are under 
sentence for theft. They have more privi- 
eges, and have less work to do than any 
other prisoners, yet seem to suffer more. 
The negro women do not seem to be humill- 
ated, and would probably consider them 
selves entitled to recognition in their set, 
if liberated, the same as if they had not 
been subjected to penitentiary life. 
MAHI, AND NOLAN. 

Fred Mahl. an embDezzler from St. Louis, 
and Ed Nolan, the late State Treasurer, are 
probably the most intelligent and dest 
known ofall the convicts. Mahl is making a 
good prisom record and trying to get the 
advantage of every point in prison dis- 
cipline that he may cut his sentence down. 
Nolan has comfortable and pleasant 
quarters in the hospital department, where 
he is keeping the books and doing other 
clerical work and making an exemplary and 
useful prisoner. His appearance has been so 
completely changed that he would hardly be 
known it he should appear outside of the 
prison in ordinary citizens’ dress. While 
enjoying a good cigar he chatted pleasantly, 
speaking of the effect of his six months’ 
prison experience. He will have tweive 
months more of it under the rules before he 
can walk out of the gates unless Gov. Stone 
is persuaded to give him a pardon. 

RUINED BY LONG SENTENCES. 

Capt. Bradbury, Deputy Warden, who has 
been about the institution for more than 
thirty years, has made careful note of his 
observations, and says without reservation 
that long term sentences are destructive to 
everything good in the prisoner, and that 
a man had better be hanged than incarcer- 
ated fora longer period than ten years. for 
in that time he becomes unfit for life outside 
of the walls, and is apt to become a 
charge upon society or a burden to 
his friends. Although the long-term meu 
make the best prisoners, while incarcerated, 
they go outof the institution total wrecks 
mentally and morally and with little pros- 
pectof anything better than a criminal or 
useless career. He says that the last months 
of the long-term prisoner are always his 
worst. He begins tocount the weeks and 
days, gets restless, loses his appetite and bis 
sleep and grows weaker and weaker as the 
day of deliverance approaches. 

MR. MARMADUKE’S PLAN. 

Speaking of the classification of prisoners, 
ex-Warden Darwin W. Marmaduke says: 
»The criminal is a human being. susceptible 
to the same influences as his more fortunate 
brethmen. Igive it as my belief that very 
great ind useful reforms could be made in 
our penal institutions if kindness, fairness 
and justice in their administration were sup- 
plemented by intelligent and practical efforts- 

**Penal institutions are established to pro- 
tect society by punishing and restraining the 
criminal, and the laws of allthe States also 
declare the purpose to reform the criminal 
as well. Admitting success in the first two 
purposes I believe that in the last the peni- 
tentiary is not only a shameful failure, but 
confirms and establishes criminal fnstincts 
ina great mass of its inmates and makes 


them worse men and women than when they, 


entered the prison. The criminal—at least 
the young criminal—is a grown up child with 
all of hi ysical and mental attributes de- 
veloped, the moral undeveloped. To quicken 
and stimulate these into action, to educate 
his thoughts and feelings into different and 
better channels, and try to make of him a 
better citizen should be the object of the 
commonwealth. 


THE UNIFORM SCHEME. 

„To do this there must bea line drawn, 
demonstrating the fact that virtue has its 
rewards apd vice its penalties. For the 
practical working out of this it has occurred 
to me that there should be three different 
uniforms in a prison, ee canteen three 
grades of prisoners.

the officers of the prison that will ro- 
instate them in the confidence of their 
neighbors whom they wronged.

My observation and ex- 
ence leads me to Delieve that a peval in- 
stitution managed bumanely, fairly and im- 
ly, embodying some system of this 
kind, woula rag benefita class of 
these criminais, especially the younger ones. 
In such a prison it would de impossible 
to get up conspiracies—the better class 
of prisoners would too much 
interested in good conduct—the discipline 
would be better, the work would be better, 
and instead ot everything being done as it is 
now, by force, it would be done from the 
point of view of reward, imbuing the mind of 
the criminal with good motives, and finally 
establishing him in correct 
ABOLISH THE TERMS. 
**I believe that it would de ian better 
policy if the courts of the State were to pass 
undeterminate sentences—at least do no

not believe in separating prisoners, or classi- 
fyingthem by separation, but let them all 
come onthe same footing, and let the ex- 
ample of the good and its rewards, as well as 
the example of the vicious and its nalties 
be seen by all, Let them work — er, but 
let them eat and sleep differently. One of 
the greatest difficulties the convict has to 
meet confronts him when he is discharged 
from prison. The hand of everyone ts against 
him. Heought not to be discharged at all 
unless there is some reason to believe 
that he will be a law-abiding citizen. 
Then he should be required to return and re- 
main at least one year at the ce or 
in the county from which he was sent. If his 
conduct is good that year he will in a meas- 
ure reinstate himselfand if he then leaves 
and somewhere else, and becomes em- 
barrassed by the fact that he is an ex-con- 
vict, he can refer to the prison offictals as 
weil as to his neighbors as to his reforma- 
tion. But if he leaves the prison and starts 
off to distant points to conceal the fact that 
he Is an ex-convict he is practicing a lie all 
the time that must eventually destroy him.’ 

Mr. Marmaduke’s views arein accord with 
those ot many prominent men who have, 
officially and otherwise, investigated the 
—— system. The State seems to de 
leedin sustaining a large number of 
men whose crimes have made them danger- 
ous to society, without doing them any serv- 
ice calculated to make them less dangerous 
when liberated, but is rather educating them 
— worse crimes and for vice and pauper- 
Ism.

Two Rivals for Supreme Power Over 
‘the People of Morocec. 


THE SPIRITUAL AND TEMPORAL RULERS 
OF THE EMPIRE. 


Mulai Hassan and ths Gren’ tEhereef of 
Waan Are ths Iwo Richmonds in 


the Field—Origin of the Pecutiar Con- 
dition of Government Which Obta!ns— 
Complications Are Constantly Arising. 


New York, April 1.—The following cor- 
respondence from Tangiers, Moroceo, under 


date of March 5, is printed here: 

It dawns upon the observer of Moomsh af- 
fairs soon after he has taken up his residence 
in Morocco that there are in this country 
„two Richmonds im the feld. the Sultan, 
Mulat Hassan, and the Grand Shereef of 
Wazan, at present Mulai Mohammed-el-Arbi. 
These are, soto speak, Emperor and Pope, 
the Lord Temporal and the Lord Spiritual of 
the Land of the Setting Sun. The arrange- 
ment does not work to the entire sat- 
isfaction of either. The Sultan 
could not, if he wished, invest htmseif 
with thésaintly attributes of the Shereefs of 
Wazan, but the Shereefs, on the otuer hand, 
are so much more illustrious in birth than 
the Sultan that they are under perpetual 
temptation to usurp the temporal power 
whieh belongs tothe monareh. For, where- 
as the Sulten claims descent from a sister 
of the Prophet, the Shereefs of Wazan claim 
to be descended direct from Fatma, the 
Prophet's daughter. 

The Shereef of Wazan ts the head of the 
great Mohammedan religious brotherhood, 
called the Mulai Tateb, to which the Sultan 
himself is only aMiliated. The creator of this 
religious order was one Mulal Abdallah-el- 
Shereef, who emerged’ from the University 
of Fos in the seventeenth century. Events 
consolidated and strengthened the power of 
the Brotherhood of Mulai Taleb and sue 
cessive sultans, understanding the im- 
portance of the alliance, fostered and en- 
couraged its growth. Thus it came about 
that the representatives of the temporal 
bowed to the wishes of the head of the order 
by aptealmg to him as an arbitrator and 
seeking his advice, which was always wel- 
comed by the crowd as emanating from a 
holy source, andsoa precedent was estab- 
fished which at the present day makes 
still more complicat the already delicate 
question as to the status of the Grand Shereef 
of Wazan in the Empire of Morocco. 

MulaiTaleb, whose name the order assumed, 
was a truly great man with the then Sultan 
Mulai. Ismail was a still greater. Under 
them Morocco flourished, temporartiy and 
spirttually, Dut since thelr day the Sultan 
has threatened with attack the 
Wazan.

THE NEW DAMASCUS RAILWAY. 


Reascns Whv England Will Make Every 
Effort to Fin'ah the Line. 


There has lately been been completed from 
Acre to Damascus a rajlroad, built under the 
supervision of English engineers and pro- 
jected by English capitalists. Little has 
been said about it, for the road is not a 
long one and, except for a few 
villages, runs through an 
habited region. No apparent special 
significance would seem to be attached to the 
undertaking (as in the Joppa-Jerusalem rall- 


wey), dut eventually it may dea factor in 
producing results far beyond present expec- 
tation. Its immediate and ostensibie object, 
of course, isone of trade, for Damascus is 
now, asin the days of the Pharaohs, the 
largest commercial center for the trade of 
Persia, Asia Minorand the Levant. Next to 
Smyrna itis the most important city of As! 
atic lurkey, forit lies at the junction ofthe 
caravan routes north, south, east and west. 
To the east and north are the productive 
table lands ofthe Upper Tigris and Kuphra- 
tes, and on the west and south are the 
hills of Bashan; famed from time immortal 
as a grazing and wheat- A region. 
The new ratiway does not enter 8 
the latter territory, but skirts n the 
north, though it will have a feeder 7745 the 
heart of the grain country, tapping the line 
somewhere inthe neighborh of Damas. 
cus. The French also, it ts said, are busy 
projecting a line from Beynot, near the junc- 
tion of Asia Minor shore with the eastern lit - 
toral of the Mediterranean to Damascus. 
The English, however, have the shortest 
and best commercial route end in Acre (the 
ancient Akka or Ptolemals), a safe and com- 
modious port. 

Acre, lulstorically, always bas been an im 
portant point. A fortress by nature and with 
the only good harbor between Alexandria 
and Beynot, itisthe key of the Levant and 
Egyptian, Phoenician, Syrian, Arab, Turk, 
Crusader, Momaluke, Gaul und Briton have 
struxuied for its possession. In the hands of 
a first-class military or aaval power, whd 
would restore ite moldering defenses and 
improve and fortify its harbor, it would 
dominate Syriaand the Eastern 9 — 
nean. Now, with the ratlway to 
constituting it a commercial port, its value 
is still further enhanced. No doubt it will 
soon feel the quickening influences which 
trade facilities cannot fall to bring it, and 
should a new war between Turkey and Rassia 
take place wouid doubtless be occupied by a 
British force with or witnout the consent of 
the Sultan. its possession, strategetically, is 
of more value than Cyprus and its climate 
more wholesome. By means of the raliway 
gust finished a force could ina poured 

into ascus and the Whale of Syria would 
drop tnto the hands of the invader 

Bat the English Foreign Office ‘haa doubt - 
less further considerations than this. It is 
rumored thatthe railway wiil not stop at 
Damascus and that its aitimate destination 
is Bagdad and Bossorah. Both these cities 
Me upon the Kuphrates, the largest and most 
navigable of the rivers of Mesopatamia, the 
one at the junction of the Tigris, the other 
at the Kuphrates’ mouth. Through these 
two cities the overiand trade of Pe and 
the commerce of the Persian Gulf seeks the 
markets ofthe East.

en Holds That the Statute Permitting 
Wagers on Horses Conflicts With the 
Tilincis Gambling Law and Is Invalid 
The Application for a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus Dented—If Sustained the De- 
cision Will Kill Racing ia the State 
Its Political Significance in East St. 
Louis—News Across ths River. 


Circuit Judge Wilderman rendered a de- 
Cision yesterday in the case of A. Flemming, 
a man who had been fined for betting on a 
horse rece at the East St. Louis track, and 
whose attorneys hadappiled for a writ of 
habeas rpus to procure his release. The 
Gecision was a refusal of the application for 
& writ of babeas corpus, and virtually 
a ruling that any person con- 
victea of betting on a horse race or 
other form of gambling is liable to fine or im- 
prisonment, The arrest of Flemming was 
caused by persons who desired to make a 
test case for the purpose of obtaining a 
raling which would decide whether the East 
St. Louis race track had a legal right to exist. 
The race.track having become an issue in the 
city election of East St. Loula, and the claim 
having been made that the city officigs were 
powerless to close the course under 
existing laws, the instigators of the 
Arrest, who were opposed to the 
men seeking re-election, sought to show that 
proper legal steps would suffice to force the 
track to suspend operations permanently. 
Judge Wilderman heard the arguments in 
the case a week ago and took the matter 
under advisement until yesterday, when he 
rendered his decision. In deciding this case 
he delivered quite a lengthy opinion in sup- 
port of his ruling. The substance of the 
opinion was briefly this: The only question 
to be considered is whether there is a law in 
Uundis providing a penalty for gambling. The 
statees provide a penalty for gambling ex- 
cept upon incorporated race tracks during 
the term ofa regular meeting. This excep- 
tion or proviso amounts toa virtual repeal of 
the law itseif, as it permits gambling of any 
kind on a race track in operation. Therefore 
the proviso cannot be considered, inasmuch 
as the law is entitled ‘‘an act to pronibit 
gambliing,’’ and must be construed as such. 
Hence the fining of a person convicted of 
gambling upon a race track or elsewhere 
must be sustained by the courts. 

Wilderman’s ruling may have 
effect of closing the 
Kast St. Louis track altogether. It 
certainly appears that any or all persons 
who make bets atthe race track are Mabie 
tofine or imprisonment. The case decided 
yesterday miaht be taken ta the higher 
courts, but Judging from Supreme Court de- 
Cisions quoted vy Judge Wilderman in his 
opinion, it is doubtful.that an appeal would 
avail anything.

SPITZER ART COLLECTION. 


The Most Important Art Gale of the Cen- 
tury. 

Panis, April1.—‘*The most important art 
sale of the century, is what those compe- 
tent to judge call the S8pitzercollection. Even 
to whom art for art’s sake 
means nothing, and whose intelligence is 
only moved by figures of price, is forced to 
admiration by this collection. Think of a 
Sword, one single sword, that cost $60,000, and 
one piece of armor worth over $200,000,

now, the 
art center of the world, certainly the best 
place to sell such objects if notto buy. Here 
he began this collection. Sifting out from the 
mass of stuf! that came to his hands the 
beat examples, he sold off the others. His 
passion took the direction of work 
Gone in the Middle Ages and during the 
Renaissance period. He was especially de- 
voted to metal work of all kind, chased and 
enameled, carving in marble, ivory and 
wood from the Gothic age and Faience and 
Limoges work. For years Spitzer was avow- 
edly a dealer in these things, and it was to 
him that the Rothschilas and other great col- 
lectors owed many oftheir finest examples 
of majolica, of Limoges enamel, or arms and 
jewely. But what he did not avow tin the 
proper time came was that often and 
often he kept back for himseif the best 
articles in a given lot; that where he 
bad secured a dozen pieces, say, of old 
Augsburg plate from some German family he 
would only put six or eight upon the market, 
allowing no human eye to rest upon the 
others. Of course he bought at one price 
and sold at another, with the result that in 
1878 he found himselfthe owner, not only of 
a collection worth halfa million of money, 
but of the hotel that he had specially buitit 
to receive them. 

There up to the time of his death he used to 
receive all comers every Tuesday, while on 
other days he delighted todo the honors of 
his galleries to any accredited stranger who 
showed an intelligent interest in the collec- 
tion. And now, except the arms andarmor, 
which are not included in the sale, every- 
thing is to go. 

Connoisseurs throughout the world are 
hugging: themselves over the sale and con- 
gratulating one another that no American 
millionaire has bought the thing entire and 
so taken coveted pieces out of their reach, 

There are few pictures in the list of works, 
only thirty-two altogether, and none of any 
great importance. They belong to the 
Italian, Flemish and German schools of the 
fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies. . 

A great wooden gallery is being built in the 
garden back of the house in the Rue Ville- 
juste, where Spitzer lived. Here the collec- 
tion willbe displayed andthe sale will take 
place. Now the broad staircase inside is 
hung with tapestries, and here one comes 
face to face with a Bacchanalian feast, while 
facing him as de ascends are satyrs and 
nymphs peering over a balustrade. These 
are modern tapestries, but the collection 
contains in this series twenty-three num- 
bers, including an Italian ‘‘Annunciation’’ 
of the Ofteenth century, a Flemish Holy 
Family’’ of the same period and numerous 
pieces from Brusseis of 1518. 

The first room which the visitor enters is an 
immense ball, lighted by three windows with 
precious stained glass. This room is seven 
meters high, and the cornice is decorated 
with fifty-four Italian portraits of the ff- 
teenth century. This used to be Spitzer’s 
study. The treasures with which it is stored 
are not methodically arranged, but in artis- 
tie confusion. At every turn some new de- 
light awaits the amateur. For in- 
stance, the magnificent chimney- piece 
of Arnay-le-Duc in Tonnerre stone 
elaborately carved, a masterpiece of the 
beginning of the French Renaissance. Then 
the gilded leather cabinet made for the wed- 
ding of Philip Ill, the famous d' Annecy 
drassoir, Lyonnese and Burgundian cup- 
boards of the same epoch, tables a eventallis, 
bronzes, tapestries, iron, leather and tvory 
cabinets, chasubles, velvets, all of the best 
Renaissance art. In one of the cases is a 
compass which dates from defore the time 
of Christopher Columbus, and is a 
testimony to the fact that the art of 
navigation was known at a much earlier 
date then is generally supposed. In an ad- 
joining room is Mr. Spfitzer's collection of 
enamels, said to be the finest collection 
which any private indtvidual has ever got to- 
gether. It consists of 172 pieces, including 
the work of Jacques Laudin, Suzanne de 
Court, of the mysterious I. C. of Jean de 
Court, of Pierre and of Jean Courteys, of 
Martin Dieler and Pierre Reymond, of the 
Limosins and the Penicauds. 

In the same room is a collection of the pot- 
terles of Bernard Palissy, of which there are 
seventy-two pieces, of which e the 
most remarkable is the one entittied i au, 
represented by a young woman * 4 ana 
crowned with water-plants. Here also may 
be seen the so-called tteries of Henri II.— 

salt-cellars, a cup and an aiguiere of curious 
aß arance, but very precious. 

o series devoted to examples of church 
work is pte the most curious and inter- 

esting ofall. Some of the strange forms this 
work has taken may be seen in the picture 
given here, It comprises sups, crosses, 
chesubles, reliquaries, pyxes, chalices, 
shrines and censers, in gold plate, silver- 
gilded copper, and every other rich and 
sviendid material. There are pleces 
loaded jewels ana with 
enamel cloissone and cham- 
pleve, an a better witness 
to the glories of the Church in the tand of 
the love with which the artists worked in 
her honor cannot be seen. Hard by are the 
German wood carvings, many of which are 
mere curios, as, for instance, an open wal- 

nut crowded with microscopic Ugurines. 
Much more interesting are the waxes, of 
which there are twenty-seven, excellent 
specimens of an art which is being revived. 

The collection includes a number of por- 
traits, to be especially noted, one of Eras- 
mus, in  0»profile, in his work-room 

as also those of —— oe and of 
Eleanor, Archduke and Archduchess of Aus- 
tria, executed in Italy in the sixteenth den- 
tury. The coloring of these waxes is wonder- 
fully executed,and as bright and clear as 
when the work first left the hands ofthe ar- 
tist. Acollection of Greek statuettes, ter- 
res · cuites of Tanagra and of Corinth, is sum 
cient to stir the envy of any amateur. There 
isa Venue rising from the sea, a Death of 
Sappho, an Embarkation in Charon’s Ferry, 
and many others, all of great beauty. 

In the same room is avery large collection 
of rings of the Renaissance period, seventy- 
Seven in all, carved, enamel ed and Jeweled, 

The last room contains M. Spitger’s collec- 
tion ot arms and armor. The value of it may 
be gauged when it is said that for one set of 
armor he pald 420.000, and for a single sword 
the sum or 300,000 francs. In the immense 
room are placed no nan 
different pileces,, representing every 
variation of the armorer’s art from the be- 
ginning of the fourteenth to the end of the 
sixteenth century. The most remarkable 
suit ot armor, the one for which £20,000 was 
paid, is the one known as ‘‘armure max!- 
milienne,’” veiling the production of the 
Nuremburg armorers in the sixteenth cen- 
tury.

CuicaGco, March s1.—Edward H. Thompson 
who for nearly a decade has been United 
States Consul to Yucatan, is supervising an 
exhibit, which it is proposed to send to the 
World’s Fair, of thé partial reproduction of 
the pre-historic remains found in the neigh- 
borhood of Uxmal. 

Deep in the interior jungles of Yucatan 
have been found the remains of large tem- 
ples and the ruins of palaces and villages. 
Of those remains the natives know nothing, 
simply answering all inquiries that the old 
ones lived there. Mr. Thompson and other 
scholars have devoted their whole time and 
attention tothe solution of the ancient race 
problem presented by the ruins, and have so 
progressed that they feel reasonably certain 
of being able to decipher the hieroglyphics 
they have found atthe end of another two 
years. 


Monolith From Yueatan. 

Among the best known of these ruins are 
the remains of the Temple of Labua, about 
twenty-five miles from Uxmal. This temple 
has the same general architectural charac- 
teristics as the other ruins found. These are 
solidity and massiveness, with prolific deco- 
rations of a rude sort inthe way of das- 
reliefs of animals and men. When frst 
found the temple was so deeply buried in 
the rank vegetation of centuries that the 
explorer did not discover its presence until in 
hewing a path through the jungle he came 
upon the arched doorway. After ciearing 
away the mold and brush the temple was 
found to be an immense affair, covering a 
very large area. The arched doorway was at 
the center and led into a labyrinth\of low, 
arched rooms, whose cold stone walls, two 
and three feet thick, were paneled with slahs 
of hieroglyphs and rude allegorical cuttings. 
The material used was limestone. 

From the doorway acurved road twenty- 
five feet wide and macadamized led to what 
appeared to be a palace several hundred feet 
distant. 

The arch to the doorway is crudely con- 
structed, It was high, narrow and at the 
upper central point stopped just short of the 
keystone, there being a heavy block sur- 
mounting and by its pressure preserving the 
form. Highover the arch the walis tow-. 
ered, bearing a sculptured serpent coiling 
and zig-zagging over ttre whole facade. The 
mouth of the monster was open and between 
the widely extended jaws rested a human 
face, embiematical, it is supposed of inatelit- 
gence. On the head of the serpent rested the 
emblem of immortalty—a crown—bearing 
special reference to its sacred attribute. Over 
the facade again and arranged without ap- 
parent order appeared the slabs. The hiero- 
giyphics are yet a sealed book, the key to 
which those engaged in the work confidently 
expect to und in the near future. Miss Alice 
Fietcber, whois at present in Dresden and 
who has made work of this descrip- 
tion a special study, is en- 
gaged in the task of deciphering 
the mystic characters, and expresses her 


conclusion. 

At Uxmal several large ruins of temples 
and houses are being studied. Among them 
have been found many relics of the race that 
dullt them. Extensive collections of pottery, 
kitchen utensilsand agricultural instruments 
have been found. 

From what is known the religion of the 
people was of atriple nature. They were at 
once phallic worshipers and venerators of 
the sun andserpent. Their religious symbols 
cover the low flat sarcophagi that have been 
found at isolated points and are strewn pro- 
miscuously over monoliths and building 
walls. Many of the buildings were con- 
structed of an inferlor marble. 

Mr. Thompson believes that the researches 
have brought to light proof of the existence 
of a race of people far different and much 
superior to the Aztecs, and whom he claims 
were much further advanced in civilization. 


Detail of Ruin in Yucatan. 

„Under the rumbling street cars of Meri- 
da, said he, deep under the pavings, 
faint lining traces may remain of the skele- 
tons of the extinct race. These are all the 
human remains we have found. They have 
been dead so long that their very bones have 
disappeared, At the Fair we expect to ro- 
produce the arched doorway from the temple 
of Labna. The other ruins found are too ex- 
tensive to reproduce entire, so we have con- 
fined ourselves to the display of typical por- 
tions of facades and details. e complete 
the exhibit, however, with charts, dia ms 
and specimens of utensils unearthed.’

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MELROSE ABBEY AND THE HOME OF 
THE DRUIDS—-BaVARIAN PEASANTS.

| @ipirsures, March #.-—If Melrose Ab 
bey, the Mecca of all American tour- 
ists in Scotland, furnishes examples of 
art nearly as bewitching as the most dell- 
a of nature itself, Dryburgh 
A „ but four miles distant down the 
‘Tweed, holds and fascinates the wanderer 
with afar mere tender and subtle charm. 
The founding of Dryburgh isofremoter an- 
tiquity than even that of the original Culdee 
house of Old Melrose. 

Be foros the advent of Christian missionaries 
the place was iesorted to by the Druids for 
the celebration of their mystic rites—as 
Darachbrauch or burgh, 'the bank-cluster 
of sacred oaks,’’ Dryourgh’s Celtic name, 
implies. Modan, a Culdee presbyter, set 
up the first Christian establishment of Dry- 
burgh, in 522. For 628 years. thereafter its 
history is significant. The monks from Ain- 


* 


‘Wick, under the patronage of Sir Hugh de 


Morville, Constable of Scotland under King 
Da vid I., founded here a Premonstratentian 
Abbey of splendid dimensions, This was 
burned along with Melrose Abbey by Edward 
II., and restored by ald granted by King 
Robert the Bruce. 

Twice, in 1385 and in 1554, it was pillaged 
and devastated by the English. The Reforma - 
tion of doughty John Knox, sixteen years 
later, did the rest. Theruins of Dryburgh 
Abbey show thatthe walls ofthe completed 
edifice stood on different levels, and that the 
structure illustrated at least four different 
styles of architecture. This is seen in the 
massive Roman arch with its ample, 
square sides; the deep-splayed and always 
impressive Saxon arch; and the early 
English potnted arch. The church was 
originally in the form of across with short 
transepts, and a small but exquisitely «ecd- 
rated choir, while the interior was divided 
by ligut and graceful colonnades into a 
central space and side aisles. 

Of the transepts a portion of but one, the 
north, called St. Mary's Aisle, is still stand- 
ing; but there is a no more beautiful 
specimen of the early Gothicto be found 
in Scotland than is this, the solemn and 
secluded burial-place of Scotia’s great- 
est minstrel, the noble author of ‘‘Waver- 
Ir. The chapter-house, a tiny chapel of St. 
Modan, and a Norman arch which formed 
the western doorway are yet standing. A 
stately yew over 80) years old casts 
its somber shade upon the lawn, oppo- 
site avhere once the abbots sat at their case- 
ments, to mock the huge pile of stone as it 
crumbles into the earth. 

You feel more than you can see at Dry- 
burgh. The whole place is instinct with re- 
pose. The horizon is close, not a half mile 
away inany direction. It is fringed with the 
boughs and verdure of sheltering trees, save 
where, far to the south, the weird Elidon 
hills of wizard renown peer down from above 
their cloud-mists into the sunny copse. The 
Tweed, moving in silence for miles above, 
circling here sweeps wide and grandly over 
gleaming shallows, and sings its endless 
song just at the edge of the olden Abbey 
grounds. 

You come to the place through a hushed 
and silent avenue, ankle-deep inthe spring- 
time with hawthorn blossoms white as snow. 
In the graying days their place is filled by the 
browns and puces of rushing drift from the 
Only the lodge- 
keeper’s habitation reminds of earthly ac- 
tivities. Nature alone holds sway. Bloom 
and birds, grasses and vines, odor and song, 
russet walls and emerald masses of moss, 
Oriels of ivy, fillets of vines, pointed arches 
of roses, towers of trees leaping from the old 
walls themselves, reach the eye and sense 
tenderly, sluimberousiy, pulsing with hush 

nd balm. 

Melrose exalts. Dryburgh soothes. The 
entire spot is ruin meryed into Elysium, hal- 
lowed by one humble grave. And so sweet 
and hushed is all, that even your reverence 
for the ever-silent disappears; for you feel 
that your mighty friend lies here as 
on the bosom ofthe land he so loved and im- 
mortalized and that Scott only sleeps while 
sweetly all nature-songs to him are sung. 


The cafes and fondas (or eating-houses, for 
the latter are equally resorted to) are the 
resting places of the gay city of Havana. 
Their number and patronage are remarkable. 
They are ull wide open to the street, the year 
round. One fancies they are almost a part 
Ot it, as frequently more than one- half the 
cafe is underneath long, wide, huge-pillared 
porticoes. Here chattering crowds by day 
and brilliant crowds by night, under tne flare 
of lamps in great, century-old metal 
frames, never cease cigarette- 
smoking, gin and wine drink- 
ing; although all liquors, however frequently 
ordered, are used in sparing quantities. 
And between the shrill criesof the dulceros 
or confection-peddlers, the hoarse impor- 
tunities of the lottery-ticket mobs, the ever- 
minor music of the wandering street min- 
strels, and the numberless sounds ofa mar- 
velously gay bat never brutal and more than 
half oriental city Hfe, the ‘‘click, click, 
click!’’ of the universal and never-siient 
dominoes upon the marble tables, come to 
you as an undertoned staccato of myriads of 
unseen castinets. 


If your oon wanderings ever led you to 
Gibraltar, to Barcelona or to Marseilles upon 
the Mediterrnean coast, do not fail to enzage 
passage in one of the pretty steamers 
which ply between these cities and the 
slumberous port of Palma in the Iittle 
Spanish isle of Majorca, It is quainter than 
Spain, more Moorish than Algiers, and its 
pleasant folk are the most hospitable in all 
the world. A visit to its half ruined ancient 
monastery of Valdemusa and the wild and 
marvelous north-coast scenery are alone 
worth a trip to the island. 

With as magnificentand far more classic 
surroundings as those of Vallambrosa in 
Italy, a mountain chasm is bridged by the 
ancient pile in so extraordinary and pic- 
turesque a way as to seem at a distance like 
a gray old ciloud-Kissed nest that has for ages 
defied decay and the battling of the aerial 
tempests there. But the gray of real decay 
is upon ali things at Valdemusa; inthe gray 
old church and endless cells and cloisters; in 
the gray old houses that ‘nestle among the 
mountain side beneath it; and in the gray old 
folk that haunt the spot like wraiths of those 
who once were there. 3 

An indescribable sadness lingers about this 
splendid Majorcan relic of monkish times 
and days. Therich of Palma come here in 
summer and live a gay mock conventual life. 
George Sand halt a century ago pussed the 
most dolorous winter of her life within these 
walls. With her was Chopin. Perhaps 
within these very cloisters was born the 
wild and inexpressible melancholy of the 
melodic creations of the master’s later life. 
To me Valdemusa will remain more a 
memory of these two strange sad souls than 
nerdie 6 crumbling, deserted and majestic 


monastic relic upon the island mountalus. 


Ihave passed the greater portion of the last 
seven years among the pe try of Europe. 
Not only has this associat been with the 


public fountains where the back-breaking 
loads are drawn ; among the men and maid

They are simple, childish folk one and all, 
content in their severe labor; satisfied with 
their, tous, niggardly recompense; loving 
the very earth they dig with unutterable ar- 
fection ; happy in the few holidays the year 
brings about; patient under the tithing of 
king and church while proud that the one 
protects and the other shrives; and quite 
radiant, at the end, tolay aside the working 
clothes of the sodden days behind for the 
promised finery of the eternal holiday be- 
yond, 


Nowhere else in Europe can be seen such a 
variety and wealth of roadside shrines as in 
Austrian Galicia. In the twoor three thous- 
and miles of its great stone roads a huge 
wooden or stone crucifix, or a tiny brick or 
stone shrine may be found on the average at 
the distance of every half an English mile. 
Most of the crucifixes are of wood hewn out 
of beach or oaken logs. Whether of wood or 
stone, asiffrom some great burden, every 
one leans, and this very leaning lends a 
strangely suggestive sadness and loneliness 
to the landscape. 

They are most frequent in districts nearest 
the Carpathians which form the Hungarian 
boundary. The Ruthenian peasants being of 
Russian stock are all Greek Catholics, and 
the Polish Galicians are without exception 
Roman Catholics, They aré equally pious, 
and youcan never pass crucifix or shrine 
without witnessing a group of both in rapt 
devotion, many of whom are _  grovel- 
ing prostrate upon the earth before the 
sacred reminders of Calvary. At Whitsan- 
tide one will see crowds of these simple and 
pious devotees crawling upon all fours, while 
trailing huge wooden crosses from their 
necks and shoulders, around every roadside 
shrine in all Galicia, 


After one gets over the first flush ot re 
bellious resentment at the system, there isa 
good deal of grim humor to be got out of con- 
tinental railway travel. You will find the 
same little carriages as in England, com- 
prising from four to six compartments, each 
holding eight people in the first and second, 
and ten persons in the third-class compart~- 
ments. In Bavaria there are even fourth- 
class cars, or carriages, principally. for use 
in time of war. They are all marked: To 
contain ten horses or thirty-six men. 

Except in France, Italy and Spain, the ser - 
vice is about equal to that in England. One 
has personally to see his luggage on the lug - 
gage Van, and not only give trinkgeld or 
pourboir to haveit labeled, but to have it 
put on board. While the monarch of the

This guard-bribery is uaiversal I re- 
cently saw a train of thirteen carriages cap- 
able of accommodating 450 people move out 
of Cologne with but 37 passengers, who had 
in this manner purchased almost exclusive 
compartment accommodations, upwards of 
100 persons having been left behind at the 
station. The most serious opposi- 
tion to the general introduction 
of modern sleeping-coaches for 
night service comes from these bribers and 
bribed. A five-mark or a five-ftranc piece or 
jess slipped into the hand of a night train’s 
guard will secure an entire compartment or 
an entire side of one for your individual use, 
and is far preferable toa berth in the vile 
little four-compartment sleeping coach which 
has latterly crept into service, where the 
guard, conductor and porter in one insists at 
all hours ofthe night on your purchase of 
bad viands and worse wines, N 

In Germany wl be found the most gro- 
tesque officialism, but the dest coaches and 
the prettiest railway stations in all the 
world. “fhe Government wholly conducts all 
ratiway lines. Every employe, even the 
walter at the station dining-room, has been 
a German soldier, and theentire regime is 
military. Each station has a captain in a 
red cap and gorgeous uniform. The station 
guards and porters are alsountformed, with 
dark blue caps. When a train halts the cap- 
tain and his station guards will be found 
drawn up in line in front of the main en- 
trance. The train-guard alights and salutes 
the station captain, who with his men returns 
this salute, while the loading and unloading 
of luggage is begun. 


As far as convenience of arrangement, 
cleanliness and comfort are concerned, the 
Gérman ratilroad station is immeasurably 
superior to the old board hovels called depots 
along most American lines. They are invari- 
ably models of neatness, tidiness and com- 
fort. They are not infrequently the prettiest 
structures to be seen during an entire day’s 
travel. They always have @ lovely bit of 
lawn about them, in which are often fount- 
ains, flowers and tidy hedges. Many are 
covered by ivy or creeping and flowering 
vines. Flowers in windows and in lawn 
plats are always in view of the tired passen- 
gers. And near'y all are supplied with 
chimes of bells; not clanging, jangling, 
wrangling bells, but voiceful, melodious 
bells, which—when the train-guard has 
taken a whistle from his Delt, 
upon Kk turiee. and again 
the stationmaster and men—seem to say as 
you move away: 

Well—good—bye! 
Then—good—bye !— 
Friends—good—bye! 


In the brief trip across Cuba by rall the 
traveler is furnished abundant material for 
observation and reflection. Wherever your 
train may halt, in pours a dismal troop of 
beggars, lottery-ticket sellers, duiceros with 
all manner of sickening sweets of which the 
Cuban ladies buy freely and eat voraciously, 
and peddlers of glow-worms and beetles, 
guava, green cocoanuts and fresh country 
cheese similar to the German schmeerkase. 


If one alights for refreshment, another sav- 
age horde of ‘‘eros’’ with allsortsof edibles 
and refescas are to be battied with; and ¥ a 
meal at a cafe is taken, you are unblushingiy 
charged from $1to$2in gold. But all these 
annoyances are as naught when 
one considers the glorious tropical 
panorama provided in this trip across 
the island. The loneliness of the northern 
coastwise country disappears on leaving 
Matanzas, and of a sudden your train is 
whirhnog through a veritable uature’s gar- 
den. Great orange groves are as Common as 
pine woods in Maine. Vast pine-apple plan- 
tations fill the space between. 


Here the view sweeps across river, valley 
and vast reaches of cane-grounds, the last 
cuttings belong hurried to the massive and 
groaning machinery with the splendid villag 
behind, the whole surrounded by stately 
cocoa-trees and the lordly m. There, 
for miles, stretches another vailoy, a plain of 
puce and yeliow where the last cut’’ of to- 
bacco is being piled by the operarios upon 
the cujesor curling-racks, or carried from 
these before the dew falls at 8 o’clock, to the 
great casas de tabacas, where are other noble 
houses 
able, 
like the shining-horned hosts of Camaguay, 
with moupted vanqueros and montéros and 
their wonderfal dogs, in picturesque groups, 
with great palmetto-palisaded corrales for 
the ‘‘round-ups’’ and again by these, 
coed houses and quintas, like palaces. 

Upon every stream, at the mouth of fower- 
embedded set brown

In considering this enterprise from a 
practical standpoint the first problem is not 
Can it be bDullt?’ but ‘Will it pay?’ An in-

America will make it appear doubtful that it 
will ever pay as athrough freight and pas- 
senger route, for at its best it will com pete 
1,600 miles with a route which has been built 
since the creation and has not had i cent 
spent on it for repairs. Over it a ton of 
freight from South America comesto-day at 
the rate of less than % cent per mile, or 
about half the average railroad rate. These 
may be called monopoly ae for competi - 
tion thus far has been Out of the question. 
As the only part of the United States 

which would be as near to South America by 
rail as by a sea route isthe Rocky Mountain 

region. andasthatis in no urgent need of 
rall connection with the tropics, we may say 
thatas a means of savin distance, the Pan- 
American railroad would be failure, As a 
cheaper line for traffic it would hardly be a 
success. In saving time it might compete in 
the West, for the carriage of passengers, 
mali and express. 

At present the trade of the United states

Brown’s Mills Park and Its Peculiar 
L Financial Features. 


SOME MISREPRESENTATIONS CONCERN: 
ING IT CORRECTED. 


There Is a Hotel There and Some Sum- 
mer Visitors’ Cottages, but the Macad- 
amized Roads Are as ‘Mythical as the 
Titles “‘Awarded’’ Persons in Various 
Parts of the Country.

SCENES IN HAWAIL| 


EXTRACTS FROM NOTES MADE BY CHAS. 
PARSONS ON A RECENT VISIT. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH, 

When Mr. Charles Parsons, President of 
the State Bank, made up a party last spring 
to visit the Grand Canon of the Colorado 
River and the Sandwich Isles, he did not 
know that the little dark spots on the map of 
the Pacific, which he was about to see, 
would in so shortatime become objects of 
deep interest to the people of this country. 

But, being a close observer, he stud- 
ied the new things he saw there 
and, notwithstanding all that has been re- 
cently written and published on the subject 
Mr. Parsons’ notes furnish very interesting 
reading. 

The party of which he was a member left 
St. Louls in June last with the main ob- 
jects in view of visiting the Grand Canon of 
the Colorado River and the Sandwicn Islands. 

LIKE ENGLISH SPARROWS. 

After describing his trip to the Grand 
Canon and that from San Francisco, on the 
steamer Australia, to Honolulu, he givesa 
brief sketch ofthe latter place and its many 
beautiful surroundings. A similar inci- 
dent to that of the importation of 
the English sparrow intothis country is men- 
tioned. He says many years ago the mynah 
birds of India were introduced into the 
islands for the purpose of killing the cater- 
pillars, which, it seems, they accomplished, 
and having nothing else to do in 
the line of strict business turned their atten- 
tion towards spreading the seeds of the Lan- 
tana, a plant worse than the Canada thistle. 
It grows now on ‘every hiliside, a thorny 
mean thing from 1 to 16 feet 
high, thick and impenetrable,  al- 
ways covered with pretty flowers,, the 
seeds of which are still constantly being 
spread by these birds which are as saucy as 
jack daws and as large as robins, and with 
the miserable sparrows have driven the. 
song birds from the towns. Honolulu is | 
embowered in trees, vines and flowers, spread 
over a large surface with always the moun- 
tains in the background.

He refused to permit representatives of the 
POSt-DisPaATOn to inspect the books of his 
office.

This 
abuse of officia] power was presented at the 
time in the columns of the Post-DisPatcu. 
The Council undertook to investigate the 
office. The Collector appeared. He admit- 
ted that he paid no attentiou to the law gov- 
erning his office, but largely through the as- 
sistance of Mr. Walbridge the bill to rectify 
the abuses which were condemned was bur- 
led, a ceremony which readers will remember 
was duly pictured inthe Post-Disratos. It 
was with a fresh memory of this illegal auto- 
cratic conduct that the Legisiature met in 
January of this year and détermined to strip 
the Republican OColiector of every power and 
OF EADS Re my She een ot a State o- 
cer. 

The bill authorizing the beende Gov. 
ornor to appoint an Excise Commissioner to 
bold omee at his pleasure was passed and 
will become the law June 23. 

Senate Dill No. 46, which passed the last 
General Assembly and was approved by the 
Governor on March 19 last, makes a marked 
change in the law regulating the granting 
and issuing of Gramshop licenses. 

It is entitled, *‘An act to create the office 
of Excise Commissioner in cities 
having a population of 200,000 
or ‘more, and to provide for 
the appointment and to define the duties of 
such commissioner.’’ 

It provides in substance for the appoint- 
ment by the Governor ofan excise commis- 


licenses, and who shall hold his office during 
the pleasure of the Governor.“ 

This, as will be seen, is a regular déath- 
blow to the main source of the Ozar’s great 
power and influence in politics. 

He will be as powerless, even if elected, in 
the matter of passing upon petitions and 
granting saloon licenses as the Recorder of 
Deeds or the Collector of Water Rates. 

The new law divests him entirely of the 
great discretionary power heretofore exer- 
cised by him in such a flagrant and un-

FOR CURRENCY. 


This Strain Is Felt by the Panke «ni 
Pallures Follow~Not Until Al! ths

New Tonk. April 1.—The stronger tone, the 
more hopeful sentiment manifested in finan- 
Cidl affairs might well in a superficial 
observer to believe that thre had come a 
marked change in conditions, but the facts 
and the — ot those dest qualmed to 
judge concur in showing that the calmer 
state is simply the result of the public recog- 
nition of the conditions. For instance, 
money ig still In as great demand as ever. 
That is, it is wanted as much, but those who 
wish it recognize the difficulty of obtaining 
It and, as far as possible, are holding off for 
the present. 

Bankers assert that the demands of the 
mercantile community are bonnd to be heavy 
for a long time to come, even irrespective of 
the needs of the importers to pay for tuetr 
‘foreign goods brought into this country dor. 
ing the past few months in amounts never 
equaied. It is also asserted that the country 
at large ge still wants money. The banks of the 
interior are not, generally speaking, well 
supplied with funds as they wish, and will 
continue to draw from this center as far as 
possibie, ' 

Itisour boast nowadays that credit does 
our business for us; that only 5 per cent of 
the transactions of this country are made in 
cash, while in the centers of civilization the. 
proportion of cash payments to credit instru- 
ments is even smaller. All tuts is undoubt- 
ediy true and it indicates an advancing 


‘Civilization. But like many other evolutions 


ofhuman progress, it has its drawbacks, 
Thus where cashis used in all transactions 
the withdrawal ofa portion of it das the 
effect of curtailing business only to this 
extent, but where 98 per cent of the business 
is dome through credit instruments, the 
withdrawal of any part of the cash on which 
these instruments are based has a much more 
extensive effect. Tbe reader may claim that 
these instruments are not based on cash, 
dut on commodities. This is undoubtedly 
true. Each instrument of credit represents 
some commodity. For instance, a bill of ex- 
change drawn against wheat may be said 
not to rest on money for its basis, but on an 
equivalent value of wheat. From this point 
of view, this vast mass of credit instruments 
by which nineteen-twentieths of our business 
is transacted is really money, It is the 
money of commerce. 

This idea bas been well brought out by one 
of our prominent bank presidents, Mr. 
George 8. Coe, and by other writers. But 
in our admiration of this pretty theory we 
must not overlook the fact that these instru- 
ments of credit.really do represent cash; in 
the sense that they are expressed in terms of 
money and derive their exchangeable value 
from the understanding that they are pay 
able in cash if desired. Theoretically the 
various commodities which these instra- 
ments of credit represent are just as valuable 
as money, but sometimes We want money 
and not something eise just as valuable. If 
a man is hungry his appetite will not be ap- 
peased by a piece of gold worth the price of 
a square meal, nor if aman wants 
gold or Sliver from -a debtor will 
he be satisfieddf the debtor dumps a carload 
of wheatin his back yard. There are pe- 
riods, occurring at intervais, when for one 
Cause or another credit becomes shaky. 
Then men do not prize these instruments of 
credit based on commodities. They want 
the things by which these commodities are 
measured, namely, the money itseif. In these 
things lies the explanation of periods of 
monetary stringency like the present. More 
still, they logically indicate that, as civiliza- 
tion ‘advances, and the use of credit instru- 
ments increases these periods of monetary 
stringency are liable to become even more 
acute, unless, as is likely, civilization in- 
veents preventives as the occasion de- 
mands. Take this case, for instance, which 
is ye on actual facts:

BEAUTY AND SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 
GREGORIAN CHANTS 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The Church of Rome, which calls to her ald 
all the fina arts, has made of music a partic- 
ular instrument through which to express 
the meaning of her sacred mysteries as well 
as to impress their portent on the faithful. 
The music heard in moderfi churches is not 
in any sense distinctively church music. It 
is a form which, through laxity of discipline, 
has crept into toleration though foreign 
both in its construction and purpose 
to the spiritual office which church 
music should fulfil. The music 
of the church is the Gregorian or choral 
chant, a grave unison melody, set to the 
rhythm of the words, without strictly meas- | 
ured time. This is the church’s song, the 
interpreter in melody of her spiritual prayer. 
In Its tones the ecclestastical chant is varia- 
ble and adaptable. It was created for the 
purpose of being the church’s manifold 
prayer—manifold inthe spiritual affections 
of her soul. Spiritual adoration, supplica- 
tion, sorrow, joy, hope and triumph find in 
the tones their fullestand most solemn ex- 
pression. ‘The employment of the tones is 
marked bya beautiful simplicity and con- 
stancy. Once she determines the tone sulted 
to the mood of her spirit she aaheres to it 
unswervingly. For instance, the Gloria 
is concelvei as one whole song cf praise, 
the Credo as acomplete actof faith. The 
mode once determined, the song of 
praise or faith hastens on lu its frst inten- 
tion with grave beauty and undeviating 
method to its accomplishment. There is no 
subdivision into parts differently conceived, 
as in modern figured sacred music. In this 
consistency to its inner inspiration les 
its chief Claim to artistic excellency. 
Founded on an external standardit at once 
loses, it becomes untrue to its spiritual 
function. In its subjective aspect it appeais 
to the sensible feelings through the imag- 
ination. The charch with direct aim in con- 
ceiving the passion, crucifixion and burial of 
Christ makes @ spiritual act of faith, merely 
fixing the tone to suit the mood of her spirit 
and building the melody on the rhythm 
of the word. Figured music de- 
picts the sadness, darkness or 
horror of these awful events. There 
may be room for discussion in just how. far 
sentiment and imagination may be used in 
music for religious purposes. But arguing 
from Christ’s use of them in his uttered 
words, it would seem that they are at best 
but a preparation for the spiritual. The 
adequate interpretation of the word of faith 
which ts essentially spiritual can not de made 
through them. 

The chief difference between the Gregorian 
chant andthe modern figured music lies in 
the rhythm. It is free from any artificial 
measure or beat. It recognizes the rhythm 
natural to the human voice in which the 
charm of eloquence depends. The majestic 
sweep of eloquent pronunciation, de- 
pendin on the accent of the 
word, the balance of its syllables, 
the phrasing of the sentence and the adjust- 
ment of the sentencesintoone delivery of 
the whole intention of the soul, this is the 
basis of the rhythm of thechant. There is 
no subserviency elther of melody or words to 
an external standard. The singer wrapped up 
in the inward sense of the text utters his 
prayer in untrammeled melody. 

Despite the beauty and sanctity of the 
choral chant its use in modern times has 
been dispensed with to 80 great 
an extent that the majority, even 
of Catholics, are totally . unfamiliar 
with it. Were it not tor the elaborate cere- 
monies of holy week which are fuliy carried 
out in some ofthe churches th use of the 
Gregorian chant would become obsolete. 
The cu limination of the penitential son in 
a period set aside to commemorate the suc- 
cession of sublime events leadin yg to the 
final act of redemption — Roman 
Church an opportunity to ay * won- 
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times beautify the effect, but are a departure 
from the true ecclesiastical nature of the 
chant. The acco ent of the organ 
does not enter into  ehurch’s conception 
of her song or of her ritual solemnity. 

The Tenebre of Wednesday night consists 
of three nocturnes mate up of psalms and 
lessons from the Lamentations of Jeremias, 
then come what are called Lauds, a collec- 
tion of psalms, followed by the Canticles of 
Moses and Zacharias. On Thursday and Fri- 
day evenings two nocturnes are omitted. 
The most dramatic service of the week is 
on Good Friday morning, when the deacon 
atthe mass of the Presanctified sings the 
Passion. The dramatis persone, if they 
might be so designated, are the deacon or 
narrator, singing baritone; the celebrant 
(basso), who represents Christ; a second 
narrator (tenor), who intones the interroga- 
tions; a fourth (tenor), representing Pilate, 
and the chotr, representing the turba or 
crowd of soldiers and Jewish rabble. The 
effect produced by the rendition of this sub- 
lime theme its indescribable. The eloquent 
rhythm of the baritone narrator, the cold, 
freezing interrogations of the tenor and 
the awful impressiveness of the celebrant 
repeating in deep tones the words of Christ 
while all through the narrative rings out the 
angry cilamorof the crowd: “Away with 
him! Crucify him! Give'ts Barabbas! 

During the adoration of the cross the choir 
chant a mournful anthem, ‘‘Oh My People, 
What Havel done to Thee, following it 
with a quaint <Arabaic chant Agios 
O Theos,’’ typical of the union between the 
Greek and Latin churches. 

The services of the past boly week Were car- 
ried out with liturgical completeness in only 
two churchesin St. Louis. At St. Francis 
Xavier’s, on Grand and Lindell avenues, the 
community cuanted the psalms while a 
choir, consisting of four quartettes, rendered 
a harmonized form of the Gregorian chant at 
the Tenebrw and Good Friday services, At 
the Franciscan Monasiery in South St. Louis 
the choir, which at the Kenrick Jubilee 
mass first awakened the communky to the 
beauties of the plain chant, gave a full ren- 
dition tothe antiphonal holy week revival. 

Itis impossible not to believe that the form 
of lain chant at present in uss in 
the Roman church has descended frum 
the time ofthe apostles. There has been a 
continuity of son from the liturgy of 
the Church of the Old Testament to 
that of the 2 r The apos- 
tles“ th as mem-

397), shares with St. Gregory the glory of 
being the founder of the system of church 
meiody. St. Gregory the Great, Pope from 
590 to 604, Is regarded as the author of the 
system of ecclesiastical chant. - He collected, 
developed and perfected it. His work Is con- 
tained in his ‘*Ontiphonarium,’’ the first 
publication under the authority of Rome of 
the Catholic litargical chant. The book was 
regarded by him asso precious that it was 
ehained to the altar oft. Peter's, that it 
might be referred to on all occasions as the 
true exemplar. He it was who prepared the 
way for Hueboid and Guido d' Arresi, to 
whom the modern system of notation is due,

An Interés*inr Account of Charies X. and

The most recent book of the series from the 
pen of Imbert de Saint-Amand, 
ess of Berry and the Revolution of 1830,’ Is 
decidedly the best. The events it deals with 
are of great interest historically, and a vivid 
picture is presented of the feeling and opin- 
ions of Charles X. and his courtiers before, 
during and after the occurrences that led to 
the downfall of the Bourbon monarchy. It 
may be doubted whether the author was 
aware of how good a work he was writing, 
What is read between the lines is of much 
more importance than what is set down. The 
impression intended to be conveyed by 
Saint-Amand is very different from 
that actually prodaced by a perusal of bis 
work. Much that he regards as noble and 
admirable will be considered by the ordinary 
reader as contemptible and ludicrous. No 
enemy of the cause of the last of the Bour- 
bons could have more clearly shown how 
unfit he was to preside over the destinies of 
any nation. Even the friendly account of 
the last days of his reign given by M. de 
Saint-Amand exhibits him as a Turveydrop 
among monarchs. Deportmeut is every- 
thing. When all Paris was in revolt, and 
Gen. du Coetlosquet came to make his re- 
port, it was with difficulty that he obtained 
access to the royal presence, because 
he was not in court dress, Whileon his way 
to Cherbourg to embark for England the 
King declined to seat himself at a round 
table, because having no head his superiority 
to allinferior mortals was not made sum 
clently manifest, and a plece had to be cut 
out of the wood before the 
partake of his repast. He did not appear to 
possess the self-confidence of the Highland 
Chief who on receiving an apology for the 
seat assigned him, remarked that its position 
made no difference, as wherever he sat was 
the head of the table.

MARY WAGHINGTON. 


Only Authentic Portrait: of George Wash - 
ington’s Mother. 

Special Corresponaence SUNDAY Post-DIsrPaTons 
New. Ton, March 3l.—I picked up some 
time ago a copy of the New York Mirror, pub- 
lished in 1832, and found in it a proposition 
of some Southern ladies to rescue and mark 
with appropriate beauty the grave of Mary, 
the mother of Washington. 
I hardly know what kind of a moral can be 
drawn from the fact that some of the woggen 
of America are in this, the year ofour Lord, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
three, working in the same desultory way the 
same effort. 1 
It is not my purpose to question the prac- 
ticability ot any attempt to honor with pub- 
lic recognition the virtues of mother- 
hood. It appears to m@&hat the purpose of 
the women who have this project in mind is 
a graceful and womanly one, and Ido not 
quite understand why they have not accom- 
plished it. But I wish to call attention to 
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Authentic Portrait of Mary Washington. 


another graceful project which the name 
of the mother of Washington brings to 
view. 

On different occasions when the scheme of 

erecting a monument over the grave of Mary 
Washington has come before the busy public 
the papers have promptly given us pictures 
of the lady as she personally appeared in her 
prime. 
A @Gistinguished American antiquary as 
sured me with positive authority that every 
| one of these pictures, by a careless adapta- 
tion, were representations of Lolly Madison, 
and that nobody ever sawa picture of Mary, 
the mother ot Washington. 

I accepted that decision as final and should 
have thought no more about it if some time 
afterwards Mrs. Kate Irving Anderson, who 
is living quietly atthe Marlborough Hotel. 
had not called my attention to the existence 
of an authentic picture of the mother of 
Washington, painted from life and hidden 
away in the back parlor of Judge Townsend 
on Madison avenue, 

The ignorance of our local antiquaries of 
such a picture was remarkable. Nor did the 
many Southern ladies who pride themseives 
on the Virginia traditions, and some of whom 
make New York their home, know of the por- 
trait. Mrs. Jefferson Davis, whols also liv- 
ing at the Marlborough, confessed to her en- 
tire ignorance of the existence of such a 
picture. 

But there it was hanging all the while on 
Judge Townsend’s walls. 

It was through Mrs. Anderson’s interest in 
the matter that I was taken to see it, she ex- 
hibiting a genuine patriotic and art enthusi- 
asm in the matter. 

The canvas hung on the south .wailofa 
back parlor surrounded bya goodly array of 
pictures that only an American collector 
would get together. It was Dadly lit and its 
old gilt frame gave it an added antique 
touch. We had to light the chandelier to see 
it adequately, ana the moment we 
aid we saw looking down at 
us out of the ocoilffeur the wel- 
known characteristics of brow and mouth 
and usual breadth which have made the face 
of Washington familiarto the world. There 
could be no mistake; here was the material 
mold in which the firmness, the hauteur, the 
equipoise of judgment of the father of his 
country had been shaped. 

The picture, tncluding the frame, was about 
20 inches square, It was well preserved in 
color and texture and represented a woman 
of about 55 or 60 years of age, dressed ih the 
costume ofthe latter part of the eighteenth 
century. The face, which is presented in 
full, isin low tone, but admirably handled, 
and is remarkable for its character no less 
than its simplicity of treatment. It grows 
sensibly upon the visitor who regards it at- 
tentively. ; 

It took some time to get the authentic data 
of the picture, but there appears to be no 
doubt of the story told by Judge Townsend, 
the present owner. The portrait was made 
by Merkmuller, whocame to this country in 
1704. He must have execut the picture 
about the time that he made the portrait of 
George Washington, which is well known 
and has been frequently copied. It was in 
| possession of the Ball family (Mary Wash- 
in gton was a Ball) and tradition says was 
cherished by them as the only picture of the 
mother of Washington in existence.

PARIS DINNERS, 

OLD PLATE AND SIMPLE MENUS NOW 
EXTREMELY FASHIONABLE. 
Bpecial Correspondence SUNDAY Posr-Disraron. 

Paris, March 22.—It is a curious fact that 
the season of tne year when most of the 
grand dinner parties are given in Parisian 
society is the epoch of Lent. Not that the 
gay world isaverse to givingorto going to 
balls during the period that Is supposed to be 
devoted to fasting and prayer. Only one 
week out of the whole forty days meets with 
strict observance, and that is 
Holy Week itself, when everybody 
indulges in a thorough repose to prepare for 
the Easter festivities. 

The present season has brought about al- 
most as many changes in the fashions of ain - 
ner giving as in those of gowns and bonnets. 
The most noticeable of these ig the return to 
favor of the silver center pieces, and mas- 
sive dishes of the same metal for table orna- 
mentation. If the service is of antique 
family plate so much the better. These 
sliver articles serve to contain the 
flowers, either half-open roses, as 
much alike as the florist can 
manage, or else great clusters of choice 
orchids of every possible hue. The pieces of 
silver ware are usually linked together by 
fat gariands of flowers extending from one 
to the other along the tablecloth. Some- 
times a very large plateau, with a mirror 
center and a border in silver or in gilt bronze, 
exquisitely worked, is used as a center piece 
and serves as a point of display for the 
flowers. The middleof this plateau, if the 
border, or rather frame work, {s in silver, is 
usually adorned with a group of Tritons and 
OCupids riding in shells drawn by sea horses. 
Many of these artistic table ornaments date 


from the elghteenth rentury.

One of these 
mansions is that of the Princess Mathilde. 
The Duke de Nemours possesses a service in 
silver for forty guests of eighteenth 
century workmanship. It originally be- 
longed to the Duke de Penthievre, the 
father-in-law of the lovely and ill-fated 
friend of Marie Antoinette, the Princess de 
Lamballe. Each piece is decorated with a 
hunting scene, no two of which are alike, 
and the fineness and delicacy of the work- 
manship are unsurpassable. This splendid‘ 
service used to be displayed at all the large 
Ginner parties given by the Duke in the 
sumptuous hotel which he inhabited at one 
time on the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, But 
since he sold his house he has sent 
bis silverware to England, togetner with the 
greater part of his pictures, his other art 
treasures and his valuable library. 

Many of the great families of the Faubourg 
St. Germain, including the Prince and 
Princess de Leon, the’ Ditthess d"Uze’s and 
the Prince and Printess de Bauffremont- 
Courtenay, are noted for their complete 
dinner sets insolid silver. The last-named 
familly are the owners ot a complete service 
in antique Dresden, which is even more 
valuable than their silver one. The Countess 
Ge Miranda (Mme. Christine Nilsson) is the 
fortunate possessor of one of the finest din- 
ner services in old Dresden that is known to 
exist. The Princess Gortschakow never uses 
any plates at her dinner parties save those 
In silver-gilt. 

Elaborate and highly decorated bills of fare 
have gone entirely out of fashion. A gold- 
bordered card, on which the, list of the 
dishes must be printed, not written, is 
alone admissible. If any ornamen- 
tation is desired, the monogram 
or crest of the dinner- giver 
in gold may be employed. Some of the 
members ofthe royal and Imperial families 
of France make use of special designs. The 
Count de Paris has his menus stamped with 
the arms of France surrounded with laurel 
leaves and wheat ears. The other person- 
ages ofthe Orleans family have adopted a 
design, which consists of the monogram of 
each, interlaced with the fleur-de-lis and 
surmounted with a ducal crown. The 
ex- Queen Isabella of Spain dis- 
plays on her menus her initial 
, the Spanish form of her name being 
Ysabel, interlaced with the figure 2, indica- 
tive of her rank in the chronology of ihe 
royal house of Spain. This curious mono- 
gram has a royal mantle for a background. 
Prince Roland Bonaparte has, perhaps, the 
mostartistic menu of all. It is decorated 
with a finely executed etching, representing 
the drawing-room of the great Napoleon as 
First Consul. 

In the way of lighting, fashion has decreed 
the suppression of the suspension 
lamp, once the indispensable adjunct of 
every Parisian dining room from that of a 
Prince Gown tu that of a petty shop-keeper. 
The chandelier has replaced it, but gas, and 
candles as well, even though the latter be of 
the finest wax, are no longer considered in 
god taste in any elegant mansion. La Mode 
decrees that electricity, with its vivid luster 
softened by globes of rose-colored glass, shall 
take the place of al other forms 
of illumination. Another innovation in a 
Gifferent line is the substitution of white 
wine for ordinary claret as the universal 
beverage at dininer. Sauterne and Chablis 
take the place of St. Julien and Medoc, This 
change has been brought about by the oppo- 
sition of the great physicians to the drinking 
of red wines, which are known to be adulter- 
ated with various compounds more or less 
deleterious, whose presence in the liquid ts 
Giszuised by a heavy infusion of logiood., 
Such a process is not possivie with 
the white wines on account of their 
black of color, which renders the conceal- 
ment of such adulteration altogether impos- 
sible. From American society the dinner- 
givers of Paris have lately borrowed the cus- 
tom of having champagne served throughout 
the entire repast, instead of with the sweets 
and the fruits only, as bas beretofore been 
the case. It is now looked upon as a Valuable 
aid to digestion. 

A number of new dishes have been in- 
troduced during the course of 
the present season. The Russian 
mania ofthe hour has found expression in 
the poularde a la Neva and the fole gras 
mousseaux ala Russo, Ducklings u la Val- 
nere, duck a la Mancelle, and fiet a l’Am- 
bassadrice are also amongst the gastronomic 
novelties, Clear soups are almost univer- 
sally served. Fashion has queer freaks eon - 
cerning the solitary vegetable that invaria- 
bly winds up tie heavier courses of 
a Parisian dinner. String beans, 
which afe amongst the cheapest of 
French vegetables and o the easiest 
to prepare, are thoro ly admigsivle, as 
are also, and with more reason, peas, 
asparagus and stewed. celery. Potatoes, 
even the small delicate early ones, must 
never be served except with the roast. 

Itisactrious fact and one worth stating, 
that American society, so quick to adopt 
French fashions in other matters, has never 
done so in the way of dinner giving, but has 


fashion of placing on the plate of each lady 
guest a gift, more or less costly, under the 
name of ‘‘a favor,“ ever adopted, far less 
originated, here,

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THE THEATER HAT. 


Discussion of the Question That Has 
Long Been Agitated.

The crusade against the high hat and the 
woman who insists upon wearing it at the 
theaters nas been going on for nearly a score 
of years. Sometimes it seems as if its op-

Thelast crime on the 
list ils the worst. Dwell on it thou; htfully, 
analyze it, take it in all its manifold aspects 
and you will renew your cynical contempt 
fora penal system that condems compara- 
tively innocent men to long terms of impris- 
onment and lets guilty woman escape. Nor 
is this an exaggeration of an attempt at 
paradox or merely talking for effect. 

In all essential qualities, in the spirit which 
is so much more potent than the letter, it Is 
clearly a statutory crime. Define theft. Is 
it not taking the property of others to your 
own advantage? 

Now, why does a woman wear a high hat 
at the theater? Fur any personal advantage? 
Yes, for the gratificatioa of her own vanity. 
Does she inflict any pecuniary loss upon her 
neighbor? She does, He pays a certain 
amount of money for an evening’s entertain- 
ment, and she defrauds him of that money. 
Not only so, but she turns a pleasure into a 
positive discomfort. She is guilty not merely 
of crime, but of inciting to crime. The dis- 
comfort he endures drives him to break the 
third commandment, not loudly and voelfer- 
ously, perhaps, byt just loud enough for the 
Recording Ange! to hear. Let us trust that 
the angel recognizes the frightfyl nature of 
the provocation and blots out the record with 
a tear before he hands it in.
